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NEWS  LETTER,  MARCH,  1918,  No.  9 

(Please  keep  for  reference) 

To  the  National  and  State  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  S.  U.  S.  D.,  1812. 

A  year  has  elapsed  since  President  Wilson  severed  diplomatic  relations  with  Ger¬ 
many,  and  we  as  a  society  pledged  our  loyal  support  and  our  utmost  personal  endeavor 
to  assist  the  government  in  all  ways  possible.  ,Our  watchword!  during  this  year  has  been 
patriotic  service,  and  there  has  been  no  form  of  war  relief  in  which  the  United  States 
Daughters  of  1812  have  not  been  active  and  efficient.  We  have  joined  the  Red  Cross,  taken 
part  in  the  Red  Cross  Drive,  and  furnished  great  quantities  of  surgical  dressings,  hos¬ 
pital  garments,  knitted  garments,  garments  for  French  orphans  and  comfort  kits. 
We  have  “adopted”  some  of  these  orphans.  We  have  contributed  to  French,  Belgian, 
Serbian,  Armenian  and  Polish  Relief.  We  have  invested  in  the  first  and  second  Liberty 
loans,  and  helped  in  their  sale.  We  have  taken  to  vegetable  gardening  to  increase  the 
supply  of  food,  and  we  are  conserving  food  and  urging  all  others  to  do  likewise.  We 
helped  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  drives.  We  have  given  books  and  magazines, 
victrolas  and  records  to  the  army  cantonments,  and  jellies  and  canned  fruits  to  the 
base  hospitals.  Personal  service  has  been  given  in  ways  too  numerous  to  mention. 
Many  of  our  members  have  been  active  in  their  State  Councils  of  Defense,  while  others 
have  acted  through  other  organizations.  Best  of  all,  we  have  been  absolutely  united 
in  helping  to  create  and  maintain  a  public  opinion  which  should  know  what  we  are 
fighting  for,  and  be  determined  to  “carry  on”  until  we,  with  our  allies,  have  won  victory. 
We  also  went  on  record  officially  at  our  annual  meeting  last  April  as  unanimously  in 
favor  of  universal  military  training. 

Our  state  presidents  and  chapter  regents,  many  of  them,  continue  to  be  so  engrossed 
in  their  work  that  they  do  not  send  adequate  reports  of  it  to  National  Headquarters. 
We  beg  that  these  reports  may  be  exactly  and  fully  kept  in  order  that  we  may  have 
a  historical  record  to  be  proud  of  when  this  terrible  war  ends.  We  hope  that  every 
state  president  will  give  a  full  summary  of  work  actually  accomplished  at  the  coming 
annual  meeting  of  this  society. 

This  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  New  Willard  Hotel,  Washington,  D.  C.,  opening 
with  a  reception  in  the  Red  Parlor,  Monday  evening,  April  22nd.  Business  sessions 
all  day  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  beginning  promptly  at  10  a.  m.  Since  we  must  all 
dine  Tuesday  evening,  the  executive  board  has  decided  that  we  will  as  usual  dine 
together.  We  will  dispense  with  non-essentials,  but  we  shall  have  a  great  feast  of 
good  fellowship  and  practical  patriotism.  The  heads  of  different  government  war 
activities  will  address  us,  and  we  shall  thus  be  privileged  to  hear  some  of  the  most 
distinguished  men  and  women  in  the  country.  Mrs.  McAdoo,  wife  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  and  daughter  of  President  Wilson,  \yill  speak  as  Chairman  of  the  Wom¬ 
an’s  Liberty  Loan  Committee;  Dr.  Anna  Howard  Shaw,  as  Chairman  of  the  Woman’s 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense;  Mrs.  George  Bass,  as  the  only  woman 
member  of  the  War  Savings  Commission,  of  which  Mr.  Frank  A.  Vanderlip  is  Chair¬ 
man;  Mrs.  George  Thacher  Guernsey  will  tell  of  the  war  work  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution. 

The  main  speaker  of  the  evening  will  be  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Bestor,  head  of  the  Speaker's 
Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Public  Information,  whose  subject  will  be  “The  Making 
of  Public  Opinion  in  War  Time.” 

Tickets  for  this  dinner  will  be  three  dollars  (plus  ten  cents  for  exchange  on  checks), 
and  members  may  invite  guests  (men  or  women).  Seats  will  be  assigned  at  the  tables 
in  the  order  in  which  checks  are  received  for  tickets.  Each  table  seats  seven,  and  state 
members  who  desire  to  sit  together  may  do  so  by  sending  money  for  their  tickets  at 


one  time.  But  it  is  suggested  that  new  friendships  and  a  broader  outlook  upon  the 
national  character  of  our  society  will  be  gained  if  members  from  north,  south,  east  and 
west  sit  together  as  it  happens.  For  dinner  tickets  address  Miss  Stella  Pickett  Hardy, 
Batesville,  Ark.,  until  April  1st.  After  that  date  address  her  care  of  Mrs.  M.  B.  Leet, 
25  First  St.,  N.  E.,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  reception  Monday  evening  will  be  free  to  members  of  the  society.  They  may 
bring  guests  upon  payment  of  fifty  cents  (the  actual  cost  to  the  society).  Tickets  for 
this  reception  will  be  given  to  members  by  the  credential  committee. 

The  latter  committee,  Mrs.  G.  M.  Brumbaugh,  chairman,  will  meet  Monday  after¬ 
noon,  April  22nd,  from  two  to  five  and  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  mornings  at  nine. 

Frequent  letters  are  received  asking  if  the  meeting  will  take  place  in  Washington. 
It  will.  All  rooms  for  our  meetings  at  the  New  Willard  were  engaged  last  April,  and 
this  agreement  was  verified  in  writing  in  June  and  again  in  December.  Our  constitu¬ 
tion  requires  that  we  meet  in  Washington.  The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
are  to  meet  in  that  city,  and  they  require  four  or  five  times  as  many  rooms  for  dele¬ 
gates.  Accommodations  should  by  all  means  be  engaged  before  leaving  home. 

The  National  Executive  Board  will  meet  at  10  a.  m.  Monday,  April  22nd.  A  meeting 
of  the  new  Executive  Board  will  be  held  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  Associate  Council  (probably  Wednesday  evening). 

Six  officers  are  to  be  elected  for  terms  of  two  years  each,  namely,  first  and  third 
vice-presidents,  recording  secretary,  treasurer,  historian  and  auditor.  The  ladies  now 
holding  these  offices  are  eligible  for  re-election  (see  National  Constitution,  Art.  XI, 
Sec.  6).  It  is  with  great  regret  that  Mrs.  Greve,  our  first  vice-president,  declines  re-elec¬ 
tion  on  account  of  her  health.  The  State  Society  of  Connecticut  has  nominated  its 
president,  and  our  former  treasurer  national,  Mrs.  Clarence  F.  R.  Jenne,  as  Mrs.  Greve’s 
successor.  Mrs.  Vance,  historian  national,  also,  with  regret,  declines  re-election  because 
of  the  pressure  of  other  duties.  The  president  national  has  given  all  the  information 
about  offices  she  possesses  at  time  of  writing.  The  election  will  take  place  Wednes¬ 
day  morning. 

The  following  officers  are  delegates  to  the  Associate  Council  by  virtue  of  their 
offices:  National  Officers,  Charter  Trustees,  State  Officers,  not  exceeding  twelve  in 
number  (this  does  not  include  directors  nor  managers),  Honorary  State  Presidents, 
Organizing  State  Presidents,  Chapter  Regents  and  Chairmen  of  National  Standing 
Committees. 

If  any  one  of  these  ex  officio  delegates  cannot  go  to  the  annual  meeting,  she  has 
the  right  herself  to  choose  any  member  of  her  state  society  as  her  own  alternate  to 
go  in  her  place.  She  is  entirely  free  in  making  this  appointment,  but  she  must  send 
notice  of  it  to  her  state  president  and  to  the  chairman  of  the  credential  committee, 
according  to  the  rules  printed  on  the  credential  card. 

In  addition,  every  state  society  (or  state  board,  if  authorized  to  act  for  the  state 
society)  may  elect  a  list  of  alternates  from  which  the  state  president  may  fill  any 
vacancies  in  her  state  delegation  up  to  the  close  of  the  Associate  Council  meeting. 

The  state  president  must  send  the  name  and  address  of  all  alternates  (appointed 
either  by  individuals  or  by  the  state  society)  to  the  chairman  of  the  credential  com¬ 
mittee  to  reach  her  on  or  before  April  15th. 

Those  holding  office  on  March  31st  are  the  ex  officio  delegates.  See  National  Con¬ 
stitution,  Article  V. 

All  members  of  the  society  may  attend  all  meetings,  but  only  delegates  can  take 
part  in  the  business.  Guests  also  are  welcome. 

Every  state  president  will  be  given  five  minutes  for  a  summary  of  the  work  of  her 
state,  an  official  time  keeper  being  appointed  by  the  board.

Every  state  president  (or  historian)  is  requested  to  send  the  historian  national, 
Mrs.  Frank  L.  Vance,  91  Prospect  avenue,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  a  concise  report  of  the 
historical  work  actually  accomplished  by  her  state  society  and  chapters  during  the 
past  year,  to  reach  her  before  March  25th,  in  order  that  she  may  prepare  a  summary 
of  the  work  of  the  whole  national  society  for  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting,  and 
for  filing  with  our  permanent  records. 

Alabama  has  elected  a  new  state  president,  Mrs.  J.  Fall  Robertson,  Cropwell,  Ala. 

The  address  of  the  state  president  of  Oklahoma  is  changed  to  Mrs.  Jean  P.  Day, 
1115  West  Thirty-third  street,  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. 
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Two  new  chapters  have  been  organized — the  Light  Horse  Harry  Lee  Chapter  of 
Arkadelphia,  Ark.,  with  Mrs.  E.  W.  Thomas  as  regent,  and  the  James  McCormick 
Chapter  of  Connellsville,  Pa.,  with  Mrs.  R.  E.  McCormick  as  regent. 

Missouri  still  leads  all  the  states  in  membership.  The  order  of  the  states  in  number 
of  new  members  from  the  annual  meeting  to  March  1st  is  as  follows:  Missouri  26, 
Pennsylvania  25,  Arkansas  24,  Ohio  22,  New  York  and  Illinois  each  15,  Connecticut  14, 
Iowa  13,  District  of  Columbia,  New  Jersey  and  Virginia  each  7,  Maryland  6,  Louisiana, 
Michigan,  Mississippi,  Tennessee  and  Texas  each  4,  Georgia  and  Wisconsin  each  3, 
California,  Delaware,  Florida,  Kentucky,  Maine  and  West  Virginia  each  2,  Colorado, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  South  Carolina  and  Vermont  each  1,  and  5  members-at-large. 

One  thousand  and  five  new  members  have  been  admitted  to  this  society  in  less 
than  three  years.  Our  registrar  national  has  filed  their  membership  papers  in  the  order 
of  their  national  numbers,  and  has  made  a  card  catalogue  of  their  ancestors;  3,825  was 
the  number  on  the  national  roll  three  years  ago  and  these  papers  were  also  filed  in 
books  made  for  the  purpose,  but  they  were  not  indexed  in  any  way.  These  books  have 
now  been  indexed  and  cross-indexed,  so  that  any  given  paper  can  be  found  in  a  moment, 
if  there.  A  list  has  been  prepared  of  the  national  numbers  from  the  first  to  the  last, 
1  to  4,830,  with  the  corresponding  state  number  against  each  one,  and  the  name  of  the 
state.  A  list  of  the  charter  members,  with  their  national  and  state  numbers,  has  been 
made.  Our  own  real  daughter  and  chairman  of  Real  Daughters’  Pins,  Miss  Edge,  has, 
in  her  own  handwriting,  made  a  beautiful  list  of  the  real  daughters,  with  their  pin 
numbers,  from  1  to  543.  All  these  indexes  and  lists  are  on  uniform  paper  for  a  loose- 
leaf  official  record  book.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  have  all  records  in  order  for  quick 
reference,  and  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

Your  president  national  has  written  2,236  letters  and  postals  for  this  society  since 

May  1st. 

The  following  ladies,  by  appointment  of  the  president  national,  represented  the 
society  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Committee  of  Patriotic  Societies  in  New 
York:  Mesdames  Slade  of  New  York,  Steelman  of  New  Jersey  and  Baldwin  of  Con¬ 
necticut. 

The  delegates  from  this  society  to  the  Congress  of  National  Service  in  Chicago, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Security  League,  were  Mesdames  Vance  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  Perkins  of  Indiana  and  Wiles  of  Illinois. 

The  five  altar  vases  given  by  this  society  as  a  memorial  to  George  Washington  as 
First  President  of  the  United  States,  are  completed  and  in  place  in  the  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Memorial  Chapel  at  Valley  Forge,  and  Miss  Mclnnes,  chairman  of  our  com¬ 
mittee,  says  they  are  very  beautiful.  All  our  state  societies  have  given  their  full  share 
toward  this  memorial,  except  one  large  and  two  small  state  branches.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  latter  will  also  give  their  share  before  the  coming  annual  meeting,  in  order  that  all 
our  state  societies  may  be  united  in  the  actual  gift,  as  they  were  when  they  voted 
unanimously  for  it  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  Mrs.  Laforgue,  a  member-at-large  in 
Paris,  France,  made  a  personal  contribution  of  five  dollars. 

The  president  national  was  the  guest  of  the  Illinois  State  Centennial  Commission 
at  a  banquet  given  at  the  state  capital,  in  honor  of  the  opening  of  the  centennial  year 
of  statehood,  December  3,  1917.  Governor  Lowden  and  four  ex-governors,  Messrs. 
Fifer,  Yates,  Deneen  and  Dunn,  were  the  speakers. 

After  the  annual  meeting  in  Washington,  the  president  national  will  represent  this 
society  at  the  Biennial  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  in  Hot  Springs, 
Ark.  The  president  national  is  also  recording  secretary  of  the  Pioneer  Workers  of  the 
G.  F.  W.  C.  She  will  later  visit  our  chapters  in  Little  Rock,  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  and 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Omaha  and  Council  Bluffs.  The  June  News-Letter  cannot  be  written 
until  after  her  return. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  those  who  have  subscribed  to  the  Liberty  loans  cannot  be  given 
at  this  time,  because  so  many  write  that  they  subscribed  through  their  husbands, 
and  in  their  names.  Our  list  of  subscribers  must  agree  with  the  United  States 
Government  list,  or  it  will  be  valueless  historically.  When  the  next  bond  issue  is 
made,  will  you  not  see,  when  a  family  subscribes,  that  at  least  one  bond,  no  matter 
how  small,  is  bought  in  the  name  of  our  member,  so  that  her  name  may  be  forever  on 
our  Liberty  Bond  Honor  Roll? 

The  Honor  Roll  of  our  members  who  have  members  of  their  immediate  families  in 
war  service  is  given  as  far  as  reported,  but  many  states  have  not  reported  at  all,  and 
our  list  is  regrettably  incomplete.  Surely  every  one  entitled  to  have  her  name  on  this 
roll  will  consider  it  a  great  honor  to  do  so.  Make  the  list  complete  and  we  may  have 
a  noble  Service  Flag  to  be  preserved  forever  as  our  most  cherished  possession.

Wisconsin.  Purchased  a  Liberty  bond.  All  members  at  work  through  the  Red 
Cross,  the  National  Defense  League  or  the  National  League  for  Woman’s  Service. 
Mrs.  Vance,  our  historian  national,  was  general  chairman  of  the  White  Elephant  Sale 
for  the  benefit  of  the  latter  society,  and  $11,000  was  realized.  Ten  pairs  of  socks,  knitted 
by  a  lady  103  years  old,  were  sent  to  this  sale.  Mrs.  Vance  is  also  chairman  of  the 
Department  Stores  Thrift  Stamp  Drive,  as  she  was  in  the  Liberty  Loan  and  Red  Cross 
Drives.  Mrs.  Towne,  state  president,  is  a  member  of  the  Woman’s  Advisory  Committee 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  of  the  Milwaukee  County  Council  of  Defense,  and  of 
the  Woman’s  Liberty  Loan  Committee.  The  state  society  sold  over  1,000  memberships 
in  the  Red  Cross  Drive  and  gave  $10  to  the  expenses  of  the  drive.  The  members  took 
charge  of  a  department  in  the  White  Elephant  Sale.  They  v/ere  active  and  successful 
in  the  Liberty  Loan  Drive.

New  York.  The  state  society  has  bought  two  $500  Liberty  bonds,  one  for  its 
patriotic  work  and  one  for  its  surplus  fund.  It  knitted  for  the  127  men  of  the  supply 
ship  Celtic. 

Niagara  Frontier  Buffalo  Chapter.  Three  equipments  have  been  completed  for  the 
base  hospital  and  45  garments  knitted.  The  chapter  is  working  for  the  74th  Regiment. 
It  is  co-operating  with  the  Buffalo  Chapter  D.  A.  R.  to  raise  funds  for  the  relief  of 
Belgian  children. 

New  Jersey  gives  a  prize  for  an  essay  in  American  History  through  Rutgers  College. 
The  subject  just  announced  for  this  year  is  “Financing  the  War  of  1812.”  A  member 
of  the  Century  Chapter,  Mrs.  Emily  G.  Shinn,  sent  an  envelope  of  clippings,  and  with 
them  a  friendly  letter,  addressed  to  “Any  U.  S.  Soldier,  American  Expeditionary  Forces, 
France.”

Cross;  $73.50  to  the  “American  Ambulance”  in  France;  $131.43  for  American  emergency 
aid  in  Paris;  40  jars  of  jelly  and  fruit  and  100  magazines  to  the  hospital  at  Camp  Dix. 

North  Carolina.  One  member,  Mrs.  Heyer,  reports  two  mornings  each  week,  mak¬ 
ing  surgical  dressings  for  Red  Cross;  furnished  a  bolt  of  gauze,  21  pillows,  12  cases,  2 
Christmas  kits,  one  dozen  Canton  flannel  bandages;  knitted  articles  furnishing  own 
wool.  She  bought  a  Liberty  bond  and  is  a  member  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  gave  $25  to 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  $21  to  war  relief,  $5  for  Belgian  women,  and  collected  old  linen  for 
the  Red  Cross. 

Nebraska  has  given  to  the  Red  Cross,  $5  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  $5  to  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  for  war  relief  work,  and  is  active  in  Red  Cross  work. 

Missouri  has  completed  the  bronze  tablet  of  “Famous  Pioneer  Missourians,”  and 
it  will  be  unveiled  April  9th.  The  state  annual  meeting  will  be  April  10th,  in  St.  Louis. 
Mrs.  De  Garmo,  chairman  of  the  Tablet  Committee,  is  collecting  genealogical  data 
regarding  the  men  now  enlisted,  who  are  descendants  of  these  pioneers,  and  Mrs. 
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Walsh  is  collecting  like  data  for  the  men  now  in  the  war  who  are  related  to  our  1812 
members.  All  are  members  of  the  Red  Cross.  They  are  working  with  the  Red  Cross 
and  Navy  League.  The  majority  bought  Liberty  bonds.  Many  have  taken  the  course 
in  surgical  dressings;  have  made  comfort  bags  and  fracture  pillows;  have  knitted 
much;  sent  boxes  of  jellies,  cakes,  candies  and  of  knitted  articles  to  Fort  Sill,  Okla. ; 
50  meals  for  soldiers  on  furlough  were  furnished;  $40  was  given  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
war  relief.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Weston  is  chairman  of  the  Jefferson  Barracks  Hospital  Cheer 
Committee,  under  the  War  Camp  Community  Service  Board.  Once  a  week  the  women 
take  books,  magazines,  flowers,  fruits,  cigarettes,  pipes  and  tobacco,  stamped  postal 
cards,  indelible  pencils  and  the  like  to  the  Post  Hospital  and  give  them  personally  to 
the  patients.  All  the  women’s  patriotic  societies  are  represented  on  this  committee 
and  take  turns  in  visiting  the  hospitals.  The  1812  society  gave  two  dozen  vases  for 
the  flowers. 

Mississippi.  Mesdames  Mims,  Wright,  Anne  Robert  Wright,  Campbell,  Alexander 
and  Mitchell  bought  Liberty  bonds.  All  members  are  enlisted  in  Red  Cross  work,  and 
have  helped  in  the  Liberty  bond  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  drives.  The  state  president,  ’Mrs. 
Mims,  writes  that  the  society  is  more  active  in  war  relief  work  in  proportion  to  its 
size  than  any  other  organization  in  the  state.  The  president  represents  the  society 
upon  the  State  Council  of  Defense.  Miss  Mitchell  is  state  chairman  for  the  “Mainte¬ 
nance  of  Existing  Social  Service  Agencies.”  Mrs.  Mims  represented  this  society  upon 
the  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  Mississippi’s  100th  Anniversary  and  the  unveiling 
of  the  Confederate  Woman’s  Monument.  Her  granddaughter,  Miss  Anne  Robert 
Wright,  our  own  junior  honorary  member,  and  a  daughter  of  our  Mrs.  Wright,  pre¬ 
sented  a  beautiful  naval  flag  to  a  young  sailor,  C.  Steelman,  in  honor  of  Mississippi’s 
great  part  in  the  Second  War  for  Independence. 

Michigan.  A  Red  Cross  Auxiliary  was  formed  by  this  society  at  Detroit;  $50  was 
raised  for  Red  Cross  work;  $125  was  given  to  the  1812  state  chairman  for  hospital 
ambulance  equipment;  many  sets  of  garments  knitted;  blankets  sent  to  French 
wounded;  comfort  kits  given.  Two  have  taken  Red  Cross  courses  in  surgical  dressings. 
French  orphans  are  supported.  Mrs.  Downs,  a  former  Michigan  member,  is  serving  in 
a  hospital  for  returned  invalided  soldiers  in  Toronto,  Canada.  Mrs.  Griggs,  87  years 
of  age,  who  worked  for  the  soldiers  in  the  Civil  War,  is  now  knitting  for  the  Army  of 
Liberty,  and  begs  all  to  knit. 

Gen.  Isaac  Shelby  Chapter.  450  comfort  kits;  contributed  to  Red  Cross  Christ¬ 
mas  comfort  kits ;  made  and  forwarded  to  Grand  Rapids  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  132 
sweaters,  28  pairs  wristlets,  21  scarfs,  20  helmets,  11  pairs  of  socks,  50  housewives;  62 
sweaters  and  54  other  knitted  articles  to  Grand  Rapids  men  on  U.  S.  S.  Iowa; 
19  sweaters  to  Grand  Rapids  men  on  U.  S.  S.  Massachusetts;  12  articles  to  Grand  Rapids 
men  on  U.  S.  S.  Michigan;  60  knitted  articles  to  Naval  Militia  at  Camp  Logan;  3 
sweaters  and  36  housewives  to  other  drafted  men. 

Maryland.  Its  president,  Mrs.  Holloway,  represents  the  society  upon  the  Food 
Conservation  Commission.  She  carried  the  society  colors  in  the  Liberty  Loan  parade. 
The  society  has  contributed  2,000  large  roll  bandages,  20  sweater  sets,  24  shoulder 
throws,  12  hot  water  covers,  36  wash  cloths,  96  surgical  swipes  and  216  absorbent  pads. 

Louisiana.  The  society  has  bought  two  $1,000  Liberty  bonds;  has  given  $25  to  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Mrs.  Levering  Moore  was  “statistician”  of  the  Food  Pledge  Drive  in  New 
Orleans,  and  is  chairman  of  Home  Economics  in  the  State  Council  of  National  Defense, 
and  is  one  of  the  three-minute  speakers  in  the  War  Recreation  Fund  Campaign. 

Mrs.  Tennent,  secretary  of  the  society  for  twenty-five  years,  and  whose  father 
fought  in  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  died  December  9th.  Although  past  four  score 
years  of  age,  she  marched  in  the  preparedness  parade.  Before  she  left  us,  she  had 
knitted  22  sweaters,  15  pairs  of  socks,  and  numerous  wristlets  and  mufflers  for  our 
soldier  and  sailor  boys.  Surely  she  has  left  an  inspiring  memory  of  patriotism. 

Kentucky.  Knitting;  gave  $5  for  yarn;  is  collecting  and  selling  tin  foil  for  the 
war  relief  fund. 

Kansas.  “All  members  are  members  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  working  for  the  good 
of  the  country  in  every  way  the  Government  has  asked.” 

Indiana.  All  knitting,  sewing  and  making  surgical  dressings.  Liberty  bonds  have 
been  bought;  Red  Cross  donations  made,  and  two  French  orphans  are  supported.  Four 
Christmas  boxes  were  sent  to  the  latter. 

Illinois.  Mesdames  Herrick,  Earle,  Barrass  and  Wiles  and  many  others  bought 
Liberty  bonds.  The  society  has  invested  its  real  daughters’  fund  in  Liberty  bonds. 
Many  are  members  of  the  Red  Cross  and  working  with  it,  and  also  with  the  inde¬ 
pendent  war  relief  unit  of  our  own  society.  The  latter  has  sent  35  boxes  to  France, 
3  to  Fort  Dodge,  3  to  Camp  Grant,  1  to  Fort  Sill,  3  to  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  1  to  Camp 
Baker.  Mrs.  Earle  was  in  New  Orleans  upon  the  103rd  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
New  Orleans,  and  at  the  usual  commemorative  exercises  was  delegated  as  the  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  National,  to  place  a  wreath  of  white  carnations  upon  the  statue  of 
Andrew  Jackson,  in  Jackson  Square.  Immediately  after  she  addressed  a  meeting  of 
women  in  the  Cabildo,  upon  the  work  of  this  society. 

Mrs.  Burns,  one  of  our  members  living  in  Macomb,  has  been  at  the  Red  Cross 
Rooms  every  day  that  they  were  open  since  the  middle  of  August.  She  personally 
supervises  and  inspects  the  work  of  over  400  knitters,  in  addition  to  the  work  of  a 
dozen  country  branches. 
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The  work  of  one  member,  Mrs.  Barrass,  is  given  as  illustrating  what  might  be 
reported  by  hundreds  of  our  members  in  all  states,  as  every  Daughter  of  1812  is  assist¬ 
ing  to  the  utmost  of  her  ability.  Mrs.  Barrass  is  a  teacher  and  employed  during  the 
day.  Yet  she  has  subscribed  to  both  Liberty  loans  and  bought  war  savings  certificates, 
given  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  all  forms  of  war  relief,  is  conserving  food  and  sewing  for 
the  Red  Cross.  She  has  bottled  40  quarts  of  grape  juice  for  the  army  hospitals,  divided 
her  books  with  the  soldiers,  sent  two  Christmas  packets  to  soldiers,  knit  2  sweaters, 
4  pairs  of  socks,  1  pair  wristlets  and  1  helmet. 

Georgia.  The  society,  after  the  fire  in  Atlanta  last  May,  gave  90  teachers  who  were 
burned  out,  beautiful,  fitted-out  sewing  bags.  To  others  it  gave  money.  Miss  Hornady, 
state  president,  is  giving  regularly  to  all  Red  Cross  activities.  Every  Sunday  she 
entertains  some  soldiers  for  a  home  meal.  She  makes  a  point  of  inviting  “Yankee” 
soldiers  because  they  are  so  far  from  home.  On  Thanksgiving  she  sent  an  enormous 
cake  to  the  “Hostess  House”  at  Camp  Gordon,  and  to  Fort  McPherson  a  large  hamper 
of  goodies.  She  has  made  by  hand  six  pairs  of  pillow  cases  for  the  base  hospital.  Miss 
Walters  of  Albany,  Ga.,  supplied  every  enlisted  man  from  her  county  with  a  comfort 
kit.  She  has  invented  a  bread  made  with  peanuts  that  takes  the  place  of  “crackling” 
bread.  Mrs.  Martin  has  knitted  20  complete  sets  for  soldiers. 

Florida.  Liberty  bonds  amounting  to  $450  were  sold.  Mesdames  Rorabeck,  Merrill. 
Yewell,  Hulbert,  Newsome,  Hendricks,  Hedrick  and  Carruth  have  bought  Liberty 
bonds.  Thirteen  are  members  of  the  Red  Cross;  3  have  taken  Red  Cross  courses;  19 
have  signed  the  Hoover  Pledge  Card;  many  have  contributed  to  the  Red  Cross;  are 
knitting  and  doing  other  Red  Cross  work.  Mrs.  Carruth  has  done  much  in  organizing 
Red  Cross  work.  Miss  Bishop  is  local  chairman  Council  of  National  Defense.  Miss 
Merrill  represents  this  society  on  the  Jacksonville  Commission  for  Training  Camp 
Activities.  The  society  was  represented  upon  the  committee  for  the  reception  to  Miss 
Margaret  Wilson  when  she  gave  a  concert  in  Jacksonville  for  funds  for  war  relief. 

District  of  Columbia.  Mrs.  Potts  is  in  charge  of  the  church  entertainments  for 
soldiers  under  the  District  War  Service  Commission. 

Delaware.  The  society  bought  a  Liberty  bond,  and  gave  $50  to  the  Red  Cross.  They 
are  giving  an  ambulance  to  the  Red  Cross  and  all  are  working  with  the  Red  Cross. 
They  made  10  sweaters  for  Delaware  boys. 

Connecticut.  All  are  engaged  in  war  relief  work.  They  are  carrying  their  own 
packages,  and  requesting  only  one  delivery  a  day  in  order  to  release  men  for  necessary 
service.  They  have  appointed  a  committee  to  secure  a  collection  of  articles  of  real 
historical  value  relating  to  the  War  of  1812  (books,  manuscripts,  relics,  etc.)  and  have 
received  permission  to  place  such  a  collection  in  the  State  Capitol. 

California.  The  registrar  writes  that  she  thinks  every  member  has  bought  both 
first  and  second  Liberty  bonds.  The  society  voted  to  give  up  refreshments,  and  buy 
a  Liberty  bond  with  the  money  thus  saved.  The  Chapter  worked  for  signatures  to  the 
Hoover  Conservation  Cards. 

Arkansas.  Mesdames  Heinman,  Flickinger,  Leiper,  Edward  Price,  Helen  G.  Price, 
George  Price,  Henderson,  Sellers,  and  Rhoton  have  bought  Liberty  bonds.  Mrs.  Davis, 
the  state  president,  has  offered  a  fifty  dollar  bond  to  the  society,  provided  it  buys 
one  also,  and  the  money  has  been  set  aside  for  this;  $15  was  given  toward  the  silver 
service  for  the  Battleship  Arkansas.  The  society  has  sent  bed  socks  and  jellies  to 
Camp  Pike. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Henderson  3,024  pounds  of  marmalade  were  made,, 
canned  and  shipped  to  our  army  in  France.  Every  can  bore  the  insignia  of  our  society. 
The  actual  labor  of  cooking,  canning,  sealing,  labelling  and  packing  was  done  by  our 
members  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Price.  Mrs.  Henderson  was  responsible  for  the  purity 
of  the  marmalade.  Other  organizations  assisted  in  bearing  the  expense. 

Nicholas  Headington  Chapter.  18  are  members  of  Red  Cross;  3  have  taken  Red 
Cross  courses;  38  sweaters,  33  helmets,  31  pairs  of  wristlets,  8  mufflers,  16  pairs  of  socks, 
1  housewife  and  14  hospital  garments  have  been  made;  18  signed  Hoover  Pledge  Cards; 
3  French  orphans  were  adopted;  $10  given  for  Bibles  for  soldiers;  $5  for  War  Library; 
assistance  in  work  of  registration  of  women  under  the  State  Council  of  Defense;  350 
magazines,  12  books,  1  smilage  book  given  to  Camp  Pike;  150  comfort  bags,  103  pairs 
eiderdown  bed  socks  and  1  heavy  bath  robe  given  to  pneumonia  ward  at  base  hospital, 
and  also  jams,  jellies  and  preserves.  One  member  worked  at  Red  Cross  Rooms  every 
day  from  July  1st  to  September  15th.  The  society  gave  up  the  annual  luncheon  and 
donated  the  money  thus  saved  to  materials  for  hospital  garments;  gave  24  Christmas 
kits  and  14  scrap  books;  sent  2  large  packages  to  Battleship  Arkansas.  Mrs.  Gill  has 
written  a  ritual  for  use  at  Chapter  meetings  and  unveilings.  Two  state  chairmanships 
under  the  Council  of  Defense  are  held  in  the  Chapter. 

Alabama.  Alabama  Charter  Chapter.  The  members  are  all  working  for  the  soldiers. 
They  provided  the  wool  and  knitted  for  the  Red  Cross  12  sweaters  and  13  pairs,  of 
socks.  Tied  to  each  garment  with  the  colors  of  the  Army  and  Navy  was  a  card  bearing 
the  U.  S.  Flag  and  a  bit  of  verse. 

With  congratulations  upon  the  fine  patriotic  work  accomplished,  whether  reported 
or  not,  and  the  confident  hope  that  not  one  of  our  members  will  weary  in  well-doing,

To  the  National  and  State  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  S.  U.  S.  D.,  1812: 

The  Great  War  continues  to  absorb  all  our  thoughts,  and  to  call  upon  all  the 
energies  of  the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812,  that  each  and  every  one  of  us  may 
do  her  utmost  to  win  victory,  and  thus  preserve  for  the  present  and  the  future  the 
blessings  of  freedom  which  our  forefathers  won.  Our  society  responds  promptly  and 
efficiently  to  every  call  of  the  national  government  made  upon  it,  and  it  stands  ready 
to  do  so  at  all  times  unfailingly  and  unflinching,  however  great  the  sacrifice. 

Our  organization  is  ever  listening  for  the  call  of  patriotism,  and  responding  with 
the  giving  of  its  dear  ones  for  the  defense  of  the  country;  with  its  money  for  providing 
all  things  needed  to  make  a  great  army  and  navy  powerful;  with  the  labor  of  its  hands 
to  produce  the  immense  supplies  needed  on  sea  and  land  and  in  the  hospitals;  and  with 
voice  and  pen  to  create  and  maintain  a  correct  public  opinion  and  a  splendid  morale 
without  which  all  would  be  in  vain.  Because  we  are  an  organization  useful  to  our 
government  it  was  desirable  and  right  that  we  should  hold  our  annual  meeting  in 
Washington  as  usual.  It  is  desirable  and  right  that  we  should  maintain  our  state 
societies  and  our  chapters  and  gain  all  the  new  members  possible,  even  under  the 
grievous  stress  of  the  most  terrible  war  the  world  has  even  known.  Every  new  member 
proclaims  her  faith  in  this  Republic  and  that  she  stands  ready  to  serve  the  country  her 
ancestors  saved,  and  that  as  she  honors  these  ancestors,  so  will  she  honor  the  heroes  of 
today  who  are  fighting  for  the  liberty  of  the  world. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  an  inspiration  to  every  one  who  was  privileged  to  attend 
it.  The  keynote  of  both  social  and  business  sessions  was  patriotic,  service  and  we 
gloried  in  the  great  work  which  our  national  officers  and  state  presidents  were  able 
to  report  as  already  accomplished,  and  we  consulted  together  as  to  how  we  might  best 
secure  the  largest  and  most  helpful  results  in  future.

Mrs.  Vance  of  Wisconsin 
declined  re-election  as  historian  national  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  and 
Mrs.  Isham,  former  president  of  Vermont,  succeeds  her.  Mrs.  Potts,  Mrs.  Campbell, 
Mrs.  Lane  and  Mrs.  Shelton  were  re-elected  for  second  terms.  Two  honorary  vice  presi¬ 
dents  national  were  also  elected  unanimously  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  Grim 
Reaper.  Mrs.  John  Talman  Mack  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  succeeds  Mrs.  James  A.  Garfield 
of  Mentor,  Ohio,  and  Miss  Susie  Gentry  of  Franklin,  Tenn.,  succeeds  Mrs.  Felicite  de  G. 
Tennent  of  Louisiana.  The  eighteen  honorary  vice  presidents  represent  the  eighteen 
states  in  the  Union  at  the  time  of  the  War  of  1812.  Louisiana  is  now  represented  by 
Mrs.  John  B.  Richardson,  formerly  our  historian  national.

To  the  latter  committee  we  were  indebted  for  two  delightful  evenings.  The  con¬ 
vention  opened  Monday  evening  with  a  reception  given  by  the  national  society  in  the 
beautiful  red  parlor  of  the  New  Willard.  The  national  officers  and  five  Real  Daughters, 
Mesdames  Henry,  Quicksall  and  Richardson  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Miss  Edge  of 
New  Jersey  and  Mrs.  Wilson  of  Connecticut,  were  in  line  to  receive  the  guests,  who  were 
numerous  and  bound  together  by  ties  of  friendship  and  common  interest.  Light  refresh¬ 
ments  were  served,  and  a  charming  program  of  patriotic  songs  and  dances  prepared 
for  us  by  Mrs.  Potts  and  Miss  Noyes  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  present.  The  dancing 
was  by  Miss  Ada  Hadel  of  Baltimore.  Mrs.  Potts  sang  a  group  of  songs,  closing  with 
the  Star  Spangled  Banner.  Lieut.  Labat  of  the  French  High  Commission  also  sang  for 
us,  and  by  request  gave  as  an  encore  a  glorious  rendering  of  the  Marseillaise.  Mrs. 
William  H.  Bayly  most  kindly  acted  as  accompanist. 

Tuesday  evening  we  again  met  in  the  red  parlor  for  our  annual  dinner.  This  was 
made  as  simple  as  possible  that  it  might  be  in  keeping  with  war  conditions.  No  money 
was  spent  for  favors,  place  cards,  flowers  or  music,  but  until  we  were  ready  to  listen  to 
our  speakers,  we  had  the  full  benefit  of  the  fine  orchestra  of  the  hotel.  The  president 
national  acted  as  toastmistress.  Our  guests  of  honor  were  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
Daniels,  and  Mrs.  Daniels,  Arthur  E.  Bestor,  Head  of  the  Speakers*  Bureau  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  and  Mrs.  Bestor,  Mrs.  George  T.  Guernsey,  President  General  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  ,and  Mrs.  George  Bass,  Secretary  of  the  National  Woman's 
Liberty  Loan  Committee.  Mrs.  Guernsey  and  Miss  Edge  spoke  on  the  war  work  of  the 
D.  A.  R.  and  of  the  U.  S.  D.  1812  respectively;  Mrs.  Bass,  of  the  Woman's  Part  in  the 
Sale  of  the  Third  Liberty  Loan;  Mr.  Bestor  gave  a  thoughtful  and  inspiring  address 
on  the  “Making  of  Public  Opinion  in  War  Time,”  a  most  important  subject,  and  a  duty 
in  which  women  have  the  same  responsibility  as  men.  A  great  compliment  was  paid 
this  society  by  the  presence  and  the  address  of  the  distinguished  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  Hon.  Josephus  Daniels.  His  coming  to  us  at  this  time  when  his  public  duties  are 
so  onerous  is  a  government  recognition  of  our  important  position  as  a  patriotic  society. 
Probably  every  one  present  felt  the  significance  and  the  appropriateness  of  having  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  address  us,  since  the  War  of  1812  was  noted  for  our  brilliant 
victories  upon  the  water.  It  was  indeed  thrilling  for  us  as  descendants  of  the  heroes  of 
1812,  and  we  applauded  enthusiastically,  when  Secretary  Daniels  declared  “The  Ameri¬ 
can  Navy  is  indebted  to  the  War  of  1812  for  the  greater  part  of  its  inspiration.  Every 
time  I  walk  the  deck  of  a  vessel,  I  thank  God  for  the  War  of  1812,  which  gave  us  the 
freedom  of  the  seas.” 


Our  business  session  on  Tuesday  morning  opened  with  prayer  by  our  beloved  Mrs. 
Mary  S.  Lockwood.  Mrs.  Newton  D.  Baker,  wife  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  then  sang 
patriotic  songs  for  us  in  a  most  enjoyable  and  stirring  manner;  “The  Star-Spangled 
Banner,”  “The  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic”  and  as  encores  “Uncle  Sam”  and  “Cocky 
Sammy.” 

Wednesday  morning  Mrs.  Potts  led  in  the  singing  of  “America”  and  Mrs.  Ellis 
Meredith  of  Denver  recited  a  beautiful,  unpublished,  patriotic  poem  of  her  own.  In  the 
absence  of  the  secretaries,  Mrs.  Mitchell  acted  as  recording  secretary,  and  Miss  Mclnnes 
and  Mrs.  Carr  one  day  each  as  corresponding  secretary. 

The  reports  of  national  officers,  state  presidents  and  chairmen  of  standing  com¬ 
mittees  were  all  read,  and  gave  great  satisfaction  and  just  cause  for  pride  to  every 
Daughter  of  1812.  Much  of  the  work  has  been  related  in  the  News-Letters  of  the  year, 
when  the  story  was  fresh  and  most  helpful  to  others  engaged  in  like  labors. 

Notwithstanding  war  conditions  271  new  members  were  admitted  to  the  society. 
The  states  ranked  in  order  of  membership  April  13th,  as  follows:  Mo.,  396;  N.  Y.,  378; 
Pa.,  310;  Ill.  265;  N.  J.  185;  O.,  138;  Va.,  137;  Ark.,  123;  Tex.,  113;  Md.,  112;  Conn,  and 
Vt.,  each  103;  D.  C.,  87;  Wis.,  78;  Neb.,  77;  Me.,  75;  Mich,  74;  Ala.,  63;  Tenn.,  La.  and 
Ga.,  each  55;  la.,  51;  Colo.,  46;  Cal.,  41;  Ind.,  39;  Del.,  34;  Kan.,  and  Miss.,  each  33; 
Ky.,  25;  Okla.,  24;  Fla.,  21;  S.  C.,  14  and  W.  Va.,  13. 

The  order  of  the  states  in  number  of  new  members  was  as  follows:  Mo.  32;

Neb.  and  S.  C.,  each  1,  and  5  members-at-large.  Transfers  are  not  counted  in  these 
figures  because  they  do  not  add  to  the  number  in  the  national  society.

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Mrs.  E.  W.  Thomas  as  regent;  James  McCormick  of  Connellsville,  Pa.,  with  Mrs.  R.  E. 
McCormick  as  regent;  Joan  of  Arc  of  State  Center,  la.,  with  Mrs.  Flora  Blaine  Wood  as 
regent;  Zachary  Taylor  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  with  Mrs.  G.  H.  Wilson  as  regent;  (Unnamed 
as  yet),  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  with  Mrs.  C.  C.  Patrick  as  regent;  (Unnamed  as  yet),  of 
Bristol,  Va.,  with  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Hagen  as  regent  and  the  Thomas  Flournoy  Chapter 
of  Williston,  S.  C.,  with  Mrs.  Q.  A.  Kennedy  as  regent. 

The  president  national  wrote,  during  the  year,  2,724  letters  and  postals.  She  signed 
all  membership  papers  in  duplicate  or  triplicate,  all  bills,  all  notices  of  admission  to 
membership,  all  certificates  of  membership,  all  real  daughters’  certificates,  and  all 
changes  of  roll  due  to  marriage,  death,  transfer,  resignation  or  dropping  of  members. 
She  wrote  and  sent  the  News-Letters  to  state  presidents,  members-at-large,  public 
libraries,  genealogical  and  historical  societies,  etc. 

A  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $1,669.17  was  reported  with  $140.25  in  the  “home 
account,”  and  also  $500  invested  in  Liberty  bonds.  Since  the  annual  meeting  a  second 
$500  has  been  invested  in  Liberty  bonds.  Not  only  are  we  thankful  to  have  this  money  to 
lend  to  our  government,  but  we  congratulate  ourselves  that  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  this  society  we  have  a  permanent  endowment  fund  of  $1,000. 

The  curator  national  requests  that  accurately  detailed  reports  should  be  sent  to  her, 
not  only  of  relics  of  the  War  of  1812  owned  by  each  state  society  (as  previously  re¬ 
quested)  but  of  all  relics  of  that  war  known  to  be  in  existence,  that  this  society  may 
know  where  they  can  be  found.  This  is  a  great  and  valuable  historical  work  under¬ 
taken  by  Mrs.  Leighton,  and  it  is  hoped  each  state  will  give  her  full  co-operation. 

Our  Honorary  President,  Mrs.  Slade,  reported  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Patriotic  Societies  in  New  York  when  she,  with  Mesdames  Edge  and 
Baldwin,  represented  this  society  by  appointment  of  the  president.  Mrs.  Perkins  of 
Indianapolis  gave  a  like  report  for  the  meeting  of  the  National  Security  League  in 
Chicago,  when  she,  with  Mesdames  Vance  and  Wiles,  represented  us.  Mrs.  Potts,  also  as 
a  delegate,  told  us  of  meetings  in  Washington  of  the  Woman’s  Committee  Council  of 
National  Defense,  and  of  the  Liberty  Loan  Committee.  This  society  has  received 
due  recognition,  and  done  its  share  of  work  in  all  the  great  national  channels  of  war 
relief.  A  letter  to  this  society  was  read  from  the  executive  secretary  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Patriotic  Societies,  Mr.  William  M.  Lewis,  in  which  was  this  sentence:  “We 
have  followed  with  much  interest  and  admiration  your  constructive  and  patriotic  work 
during  the  past  year,  and  wish  for  you  a  continued  success  and  influence;”  also  a  letter 
from  Mrs.  W.  G.  McAdoo  as  chairman  of  the  Woman’s  Liberty  Loan  Committee  in  which 
she  “extends  congratulations  to  the  women  of  the  Daughters  of  1812  for  their  patriotic 
achievement  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  Liberty  bonds  of  the  second  issue  of  1917. 

The  Chairman  of  Real  Daughters’  Pins,  Miss  Edge,  reported  18  pins  given  during 
the  year,  as  follows:  Arkansas,  3;  Illinois,  Missouri,  Michigan  and  Ohio,  each  2; 
Florida,  Maine,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Texas  and  West  Virginia,  each  1; 
making  a  total  of  544  pins  thus  far  given  to  real  daughters  by  the  national  society. 

The  Chairman  of  Grave  Markers,  Mrs.  Brumbaugh,  reported  39  official  bronze 
markers  placed  during  the  year,  as  follows:  Illinois,  11;  Ohio,  8;  Missouri  and  New 
York,  each  4;  Arkansas,  Vermont,  Virginia  and  Wisconsin,  each  2;  Kentucky,  New 
Hampshire,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  each  1. 

The  chairman  of  our  Memorial  at  Valley  Forge  to  George  Washington  as  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States  reported  that  the  five  altar  vases  given  by  this  society 
were  completed  and  in  place,  and  the  cost  of  $750  fully  paid,  all  within  the  year.  She 
described  the  vases  as  “hand-carved  in  wood  overlaid  with  gold  leaf  and  color  in  harmony 
with  the  Thirteenth  Century  coloring  of  the  windows  and  the  panelled  ceiling  and 
the  carved  choir  stalls.  They  are  three  feet  in  height.  Our  insignia  is  carved  upon  the 
wood.  The  inscription  is  lettered  upon  bronze  plates  set  on  the  three  sides  of  the  bases. 
In  front,  ‘To  Washington,  First  in  Peace,  1784-1799,’  and  on  one  side  ‘National 
Society  United  States  Daughters  1812’  and  on  the  other  side  the  date  ‘1917.’  The 
vases  gleam  slender  and  lovely  against  the  back  ground  of  pure  white  of  the  altar,  and 
in  beautiful  harmony  with  the  altar  cross  which  is  carved  and  colored  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner,  with  the  addition  of  four  exquisitely  carved  ivory  figures  set  around  it  in  four 
niches.”  This  altar  cross  was  given  by  Robert  T.  Lincoln  in  memory  of  his  father,  the 
great  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  Memorial  Chapel  in  which  are  our  vases  is  exquisitely 
beautiful,  and  in  it  all  the  leading  patriotic  societies  of  the  country  unite  in  placing 
memorials  to  the  Father  of  his  Country.  Our  state  societies  were  all  eager  and  proud 
to  have  their  share  in  this  tribute  of  our  national  society  to  the  first  President  of  the 
United  States  who  was  inaugurated  during  the  historical  period  which  we  commemorate. 
Every  state  society  paid  its  part  of  the  expense  according  to  its  membership  except  New 
York,  which  had  already  contributed  a  very  large  amount  to  the  proposed  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Memorial  Building  in  Washington.  The  Pennsylvania  Society  very  generously 
contributed  $186.52  more  than  its  quota,  so  that  instead  of  a  deficit  we  have  a  surplus, 
which  the  Pennsylvania  Society  again  generously  asks  us  to  use  for  the  expenses  of  the 
dedication  of  the  vases.  When  Miss  Mclnnes  told  us  that  it  was  planned  to  ask  for 
contributions  of  $200,  the  interest  on  this  sum  to  be  used  to  keep  flowers  in  the  vases 
for  one  day  in  the  year  in  perpetuity,  Mrs.  Slade,  president  of  the  New  York  Society, 
immediately  gave  from  her  society  this  sum  to  provide  flowers  for  the  vases  forever  on 
April  seventh,  her  daughter’s  birthday. 

The  historian  national's  report  told  us  that  an  immense  amount  of  war  work  had 
been  reported,  the  amount  being  so  great  that  it  had  been  impossible  for  her  to  make  a 
summary  of  it  in  the  time  at  her  command,  since  the  third  Liberty  drive  was  then  on, 
and  she  was  chairman  of  the  Department  Store  Sales  for  Milwaukee.  Of  course,  we  all 
agreed  that  itwas  more  important  for  her  to  continue  her  work  in  the  present,  rather  than 
to  stop  it  to  give  us  the  pleasure  of  hearing  how  much  we  had  already  done.  Mrs.  Vance 
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has,  however,  promised  to  make  this  summary  for  us  as  soon  as  possible.  Without 
reading  over  the  state  reports  as  I  have  just  done  at  a  sitting,  no  one  can  realize  the 
vast  amount  of  labor  involved  in  tabulating  them,  and  the  utter  physical  impossibility  of 
giving  them  in  the  News-Letter  except  as  summarized.  In  addition  to  the  lack  of  space 
to  give  them  as  handed  in,  the  same  story  would  be  repeated  as  many  times  as  there 
are  state  societies,  varied  only  according  to  the  size  of  the  figures,  just  as  the  size  of 
our  membership  varies  in  different  states.  The  reports  of  the  work  done  is  over¬ 
whelming,  and  yet  much  of  it  has  not  been  reported  for  lack  of  time.  We  shall  try  to 
have  a  summary  for  the  next  News-Letter,  and  to  report  anything  unique  or  distinctive 
from  any  state.  Let  no  one  be  discouraged  about  sending  full  reports  to  her  state 
president,  and  the  latter  sending  a  complete  summary  of  the  work  in  her  state  to 
national  headquarters.  Every  report  will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  when  Victory 
and  Peace  come  again,  this  society  will  certainly  wish  to  publish  in  permanent  form  a 
complete  history  of  its  part  toward  sustaining  the  government  and  our  army  and  navy 
in  this  dreadful  crisis.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  we  as  a  society  may  rejoice  that  we 
have  not  been  found  wanting.  I  have  only  room  to  repeat  what  I  said  in  March.  There 
has  been  no  form  of  war  relief  in  which  the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812  have  not 
engaged.  We  have  joined  the  Red  Cross,  taken  part  in  the  Red  Cross  Drive,  and  fur¬ 
nished  great  quantities  of  surgical  dressings,  hospital  garments,  knitted  garments, 
garments  for  French  orphans  and  comfort  kits.  We  have  “adopted”  some  of  these 
orphans.  We  have  contributed  to  French,  Belgian,  Serbian,  Armenian  and  Polish 
Relief.  We  have  invested  in  the  first,  second  and  third  Liberty  loans,  and  helped  in  their 
sale.  We  have  taken  to  vegetable  gardening  to  increase  the  supply  of  food,  and  we  are 
conserving  food  and  urging  all  others  to  do  likewise.  We  helped  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
given  Y.  W.  C.  A.  drives.  We  have  given  books  and  magazines,  victrolas  and  records  to  the 
army  cantonments,  and  jellies  and  canned  fruits  to  the  base  hospitals.  Personal 
service  has  been  given  in  ways  too  numerous  to  mention.  As  we  have  done,  so  will  we 
do.  We  are  determined  to  “carry  on”  until  we,  with  our  allies,  have  won  complete 
victory. 

The  Associate  Council  again  unanimously  passed  a  resolution  in  favor  of  universal 
military  training  for  all  young  men.  Also  we  petitioned  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
Mt.  Vernon,  to  open  upon  Sundays  that  home  of  patriotic  teaching  and  inspiration  to 
all  men  of  all  nations  in  national  uniform.  This  request  has  already  been  partially 
granted. 

The  most  perplexing  questions  brought  before  us  and  about  which  there  were  many 
differences  of  opinion  were  these.  What  degree  of  relationship  to  a  soldier  or 
sailor  shall  entitle  one  of  our  members  to  be  on  our  Roll  of  Honor?  If  two  women 
hold  the  same  or  different  relationship  to  one  man,  what  then?  For  instance,  wife,  and 
sister  of  the  same  man,  or  two  sisters  of  one  man.  What  shall  we  recognize  as  “service” 
entitling  one  to  a  star  on  our  Service  Flag,  and  his  relative  to  a  place  on  our  Roll  of 
Honor?  There  was  much  discussion  on  all  these  points,  and  the  presiding  officer  was 
greatly  inclined  to  leave  the  chair  and  take  part  in  it,  but  decided  it  best  to  follow  her 
rule,  thus  far  unbroken,  not  to  do  so.  Finally  after  many  motions,  it  was  decided  often 
by  slender  majority  that  the  service  of  father,  husband,  son,  son-in-law,  grandson, 
nephew,  first  cousin  and  first  cousin  once-removed  should  be  represented  by  a  star  on 
our  Service  Flag  and  by  one  name  on  our  Roll  of  Honor,  but  that  the  service  of  the 
same  man  should  be  credited  to  only  one  of  our  members,  and  she  the  nearest  of  kin,  or 
in  case  our  members  were  of  the  same  degree  of  kinship,  the  one  who  first  reported  the 
service  to  headquarters.  Any  direct  service  in  the  war  beyond  our  shores,  and  any 
service  in  uniform  in  this  country  in  training  for  the  army  or  navy  is  to  be  recognized. 
The  same  rules  are  to  be  applied  to  the  service  of  women  as  to  that  of  men.  In 
opening  the  lists  thus  broadly  two  considerations  prevailed;  first,  the  society  wishes  to 
honor  all  service  giving  honor  where  honor  is  due;  and  second,  it  wished  to  preserve 
the  fullest  historical  records  possible  for  future  generations.  The  minority  believed  that 
the  value  of  the  distinction  was  lessened  if  given  too  freely,  and  that  we  could  preserve 
all  the  records  desired  independently  of  our  Service  Flag  and  Honor  Roll. 

Practical  difficulties  at  once  confront  your  president  national.  Under  the  above 
rules,  almost  every  member  of  our  society  will  be  on  the  Roll  of  Honor,  for  we  belong 

to  old  American  families,  and  are  almost  sure  to  have  relatives  in  the  service.  It  is 

manifestly  impossible  to  print  thousands  of  names  in  the  News-Letter.  One  member 
reports  eleven  cousins  in  service.  Three  sisters  report  the  service  of  one  brother  in 
the  same  letter.  Which  name  goes  on  the  Roll  of  Honor?  Three  other  sisters  report 
simultaneously  the  service  of  one  nephew.  In  one  case  the  service  of  the  same  man 

has  been  four  times  reported.  A  tremendous  task  has  been  imposed,  one  physically 

impossible  for  your  president  national,  with  her  many  other  duties  as  your  chief  executive 
officer.  She  will  do  her  best  to  see  that  the  wishes  of  the  society  are  carried  out 
however.  In  the  dilemma  confronting  her  because  of  the  small  size  of  the  News- 
Letter,  she  finds  it  possible  to  print  in  the  latter  at  this  time  only  the  names  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  having  fathers,  husbands,  sons  and  grandsons  in  service,  and,  of  course,  the  names 
of  the  men.  All  other  data  will  be  turned  over  to  Miss  Stella  Pickett  Hardy  of  Bates- 
ville,  Arkansas,  who  is  an  experienced  genealogist,  and  who  has  most  generously  con¬ 
sented  to  assume  the  work  of  arranging  and  keeping  these  voluminous  and  intricate 
records. 

Our  New  Jersey  and  New  York  Societies  brought  with  them  to  the  Associate 
.Council  their  state  Service  Flags,  the  New  York  Flag  having  eighty-three  stars  arranged 
to  make  the  title  N.  S.  U.  S.  D.  1812,  N.  Y.  The  New  Jersey  Flag  had  thirty-one 
stars,  one  of  them  already  gold, for  the  only  son  killed  in  France  of  their  member. 
Mrs.  Mayhew.  Mrs.  Albert  K.  Clevenger  of  Virginia  and  Mrs.  John  D.  Mitchell  of 
Wisconsin  have  also  lost  sans  in  service.  Their  fellow-members  extend  deepest 
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sympathy  to  them  in  their  sorrow,  and  also  the  hope  that  they  may  realize  a  sacred 
pride  in  that  these  precious  lives  have  been  given  to  preserve  liberty,  without  which 
life  is  valueless. 

Other  members  are  plunged  in  grief  because  dear  ones  have  been  taken  from 
them.  Space  forbids  individual  mention,  but  they,  too,  are  remembered  with  sympathy 
and  the  hope  for  them  of  “peace  which  passeth  understanding.”

The  ceremonies  dedicating  our  memorial  vases  at  Valley  Forge  will  probably  be 
held  the  first  week  of  next  October,  and  to  save  the  members  an  extra  trip  the  October 
meeting  of  the  board  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia. 

The  following  notice  is  given  by  request:  “All  mothers,  wives,  or  sisters  of  men  in 
the  Army  or  Navy  are  asked  to  send  at  once  name  and  address  to  the  president  of  the 
National  Association  for  Mothers  of  Defenders  of  Democracy,  51  East  42nd  St.,  New 
York  City,  that  they  may  be  enrolled  to  receive  the  messages  of  the  National  Asso¬ 
ciation.  They  thus  become  associate  members  for  which  membership  there  is  no 
fee.” 

After  the  meeting  of  the  Associate  Council  the  president  national,  as  your  repre¬ 
sentative,  and  also  as  the  recording  secretary  of  the  “Pioneer  Workers,”  attended  the 
biennial  sessions  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas. 

Upon  the  trip  west  she  was  delightfully  entertained  by  the  U.  S.  D.  1812  of 
St.  Louis,  and  with  Mrs.  Shelton,  the  retiring  state  president,  as  Mistress  of  Ceremonies, 
had  the  privilege  of  meeting  the  new  president,  Mrs.  Phillips,  and  of  seeing  the  fine 
bronze  tablet  commemorating  “Famous  Pioneer  Missourians”  recently  erected  by  the 
society  in  the  Jefferson  Memorial  Building. 

The  “Biennial”  of  the  clubwomen  was  like  our  own  annual  meeting  devoted  to 
subjects  of  war  relief,  and  we  will  not  recapitulate  them.  The  United  States  Daughters 
of  1812  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  gave  a  large  reception  to  all 
visiting  clubwomen  at  the  Hotel  Majestic,  when  your  national  president  was  given  the 
honor  of  receiving  the  guests  with  the  state  president,  Mrs.  Samuel  Preston  Davis  (also 
state  regent  of  the  D.  A.  R.),  and  the  Governor's  wife,  Mrs.  Brough,  Miss  Hardy  and 
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others.  The  U.  S.  D.  1812  and  the  D.  A.  R.  together  also  kept  open  house  every  after¬ 
noon  in  the  lovely  parlors  of  the  Fordyce  Bath  House,  inviting  your  president  national 
to  receive  with  them  at  all  times. 

The  Biennial  was  followed  by  “Hostess  Day”  in  Little  Rock.  A  luncheon,  a  ride 
about  the  city,  a  public  reception  in  the  magnificent  new  State  House  and  a  trip  to 
Camp  Pike  were  given  to  the  clubwomen.  This  society  was  again  honored  by  your 
president  being  asked  to  receive  with  Governor  and  Mrs.  Brough,  Major-General  and 
Mrs.  Sturgis,  Mrs.  Davis  and  others.  One  of  the  most  ornamental  and  significant 
monuments  in  the  extensive  State  House  grounds  is  the  drinking  fountain  erected  by 
the  Nicholas  Headington  Chapter,  U.  S.  D.  1812,  of  Arkansas  as  a  memorial  to  the 
thirty-four  soldiers  of  1812  known  to  be  buried  in  Arkansas. 

The  regent  of  the  chapter,  Mrs.  Frank  H.  Dodge,  the  next  day  gave  a  charming 
tea  for  your  president  national,  when  she  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  many  Little 
Rock  women  and  addressing  them  as  to  the  history,  aims  and  achievements  of  our 
society.  The  very  handsome  silk  flag,  a  replica  of  the  Fort  McHenry  flag  of  1812 
now  in  the  National  Museum,  was  a  part  of  the  decorations.  This  was  given  to  the 
state  society  by  the  state  board.  This  Fort  McHenry  flag  is  the  most  authentic  flag 
known  of  the  War  of  1812.  The  District  Society  also  has  a  replica. 

Mrs.  Davis  entertained  your  president  national  in  her  lovely  home  during  her  stay 
in  Little  Rock,  and  invited  a  number  of  interesting  women  to  meet  her  informally. 

From  Little  Rock  your  president  national  went  to  Kansas  City  to  visit  our  1812 
chapters  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  A  large  reception,  to  which  all  the  U.  S.  D.  1812  and 
D.  A.  R.  of  both  cities  were  invited,  was  given  in  her  honor  by  Mrs.  Willard  B.  Weaver 
in  her  own  handsome  home.  These  ladies  were  also  addressed  by  your  president.  The 
James  Kearney  Chapter,  U.  S.  D.  1812,  exhibited  with  great  pride  a  large  handsome  silk 
flag  with  pole  which  had  been  won  as  a  prize  given  by  the  state  society  to  the  chapter 
gaining  the  largest  number  of  new  members  in  a  year,  and  to  be  kept  by  the  chapter 
unless  another  wins  it  a  following  year  in  the  same  way.  The  U.  S.  D.  1812  another  day 
gave  a  tea  for  your  president  and  members  alone  which  was  delightful  and  helpful  to 
us  all.  Mrs.  Hugh  Miller,  Regent  of  the  James  Kearney  Chapter,  was  untiring  in  her 
attentions.  A  trip  to  Fort  Leavenworth  with  her  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

Many  personal  courtesies  and  invitations  were  received  and  appreciated  during  this 
trip,  but  only  those  are  reported  which  were  undoubtedly  a  tribute  to  the  society  through 
its  official  head. 

Since  the  return  to  national  headquarters  additional  reports  are  received  almost 
daily  of  war  work  of  various  kinds  accomplished  by  our  members.  The  volume  is  too 
great  foV  publication  in  this  News-Letter,  as  has  been  said.  For  instance,  Connecticut 
alone  reports  103  contributors  to  the  first  and  second  Liberty  loans.  We  can  only 
publish,  therefore,  at  this  time  out  of  so  much,  the  names  of  the  state  societies  and 
chapters  which  have  reported  buying  Liberty  bonds.  If  there  are  any  omissions 
in  this  list  or  in  the  Honor  Roll,  they  are  due  to  the  failure  to  send  report  to  this 
office.  All  possible  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  mistakes. 

While  greatly  regretting  that  so  much  self-sacrificing  work  is  unrecorded  here,  yet 
a  deep  pride  and  thankfulness  is  felt  that  the  reason  is  the  overflowing  measure  of  the 
work  and  not  the  lack  of  it.  May  each  and  every  one  of  us  continue  to  do  her  utmost, 
that  we  may  help  to  win  this  war  for  freedom  and  justice.
